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Tbe origination and early success of this Hospital as a School 
for Ophthalmic Surgei*y are attributable to a gi'Cat Surgeon, 
John Cunningham Saunders, who first adapted the operation for 
Cataract to the condition of infancy. It is the earliest, in order of 
time, of the Institutions of this class, now so general throughout 
this £mpii*e and in other countries. 



It is deemed right to draw attention to the delay in iubmitHng 
children tvith Cataract to tJie care of the Surgeon, In 660 cases of 
that description brought to the Hospital, the average age is estimated 
at seven years, although the condition of early childhood is most 
favourable firr the operation.

The Committee of Management of the Boyal London 
Ophthalmic Hospital, in presenting their Annual 
Eeport to the Governors and Supporters, have to 
congratulate them on the continued prosperity of 
the Institution. 

Seventy years have passed since its foundation, 
and it must be a source of considerable pride and 
satisfaction to the friends of the Hospital, as it is to 
the Committee, to know that year by year its claim 
-to public support has been advanced by its public 
usefulness. Aided by a most talented Staff, whose 
zealous services it would be impossible to appreciate 
too highly, the Koyal London Ophthalmic Hospital 
attains results far beyond anything that could have 
been anticipated by its founders. Established in 1804 
" to relieve the Poor suffering from disease or injury 
of the Eye," the Medical Eeport of the past year will 
show the magnitude of the work that in the present 
day is accomplished towards that object, and the 
kind supporters of the Charity will probably, on a 
perusal thereof, and whilst contemplstting the etatis- 
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tics, realize the vast amount of misery that is averted 
from thousands by the recovery of sight, enabling the 
a£9icted to resume their occupation and calling, or 
by timely aid and suitable operations, preserving it, 
when delay or neglect would inevitably entail hopeless 
blindness. 

The total receipts for the past year have been 
£4,058. 4s. 4d., the amount for Subscriptions being 
£782. Os. 6d., and Donations £3,276. 8s. lOd. 

First among the latter the Committee have to 
acknowledge b, fifth Donation of £1,000 from that, 
unknown benefactor of the Hospital, T. E. C., whose 
munificent gift came so opportunely as to save the 
necessity which existed at that time of drawing upon 
the small invested Capital of the Hospital to meet 
the current expenses ; they are aware how impossible 
it is for them to convey any adequate expression of 
their gratitude for these noble Contributions; but 
they desire to assure their unknown Patron of their 
deep appreciation of the invaluable aid thus afforded 
them in meeting the constantly increasing demand? 
on this important Charity, as well as for the confi- 
dence reposed in them as the almoners of his truly 
Christian bounty to the afflicted poor, 

A most liberal Donation of £100 has been received 
from the Right Honourable Lord Hathbrley; £50 





from Henby Bailwabd^ Esq. ; and also £62. 10s. from 
Sir J. W. Copley, which are most gratefully 
acknowledged. 

The Committee had also the pleasure to receive 
from the Eight Honourable the Lobd Mayob 
£883. 6s. 8d., being the Contribution awarded to 
this Institution by the Committee for the distribution 
of the Metropolitan Hospital Sunday Fund. 

The Legacies during the year that have been 
received are, a further amount of £8Q under the will 
of the late Lord Hy. Seymoub; £1,000 by the 
late W. Hunteb Hughes, Esq., and £50 by Miss 
Mabu Baeeb. The Executors under the same have 
been elected Honorary Life Governors of the Listi- 
tution, and are Sir Eichabd Wallace, Bart., M.P., of 
Hertford House, Manchester Square, Peteb Nobthall 
Laubdb, Esq., of No. 9, Park Crescent, Eegent's Park, 
and Fbedebick Wicktngs Smith, Esq., of 63, Lin- 
coln's Lm Fields, who, together with the friends of 
the respective Testators, are most cordially thanked. 

The expenditure for the year ended Slst December 
shows a small increase on the preceding one. 

The total amounts to £4,062. lis. 2d., an increase on 
the whole of dBlSl. 15s. 4d., which is fully accounted 
for by the difference in the cost of the various articles 
of consumption, and especially in meat, coals, and 
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drugs. The increase in the cost of the latter has 
been about £100| and has resulted from a much 
larger use of Bichloride of Methylene during the past 
year. The cost of Atropine, Iodide of Potassium, 
and Iodine (a large quantity of each being annually 
used in the Dispensary) has increased materially. 

As before stated, the Report of the Medical Staff 
shows a vast amount of work at the Hospital, the 
number of In-Patients during the year having been 
1,197, whilst the total number of attendances has 
amounted to the large number of 89,805. 

These figures, however, exhibit a decrease upon the 
numbers of the preceding year, and it is more than 
probable that the means which the Committee adopted 
to check the relief of any but the poor (alluded to in 
the Eeport of last year), have tended to keep away 
very many who would but for this have sought the 
charitable aid to which they were not entitled. The 
Committee have still further improved upon those 
means during the past year, and they venture to 
think that there are few, if any, now receiving relief 
as Out-Patients, who could afford to obtain the advice 
or assistance of an Oculist by the payment of the 
usual fees. 

They have deemed it their duty to carry out these 
arrangements not only for the satisfaction of the Sub- 
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scribers and Donors, but in the interests of their 
Staff who so nobly and kindly render their gratuitous 
and valuable services to the Institution, and of the 
Medical Profession generally. 

It is with great sorrow that the Committee have 
lost, by the decease of Sir Wm. Tite, an eminent 
Member of their Board. 

They regret also to announce the retirement there- 
from of Robert Cheere, Esq., a very long and 
valued friend of the Hospital ; also of G. F. Hudson, 
Esq., the loss of whose kind services the Committee 
much regret is caused by the state of his health. 

During the year, the office of Curator and Librarian 
became vacant by the resignation of Mr. NettCeship, 
whose ability and devotion to his duties the Com- 
mittee were pleased to commend. Mr. T. C. Morgan, 
for some years Besident House Surgeon, has been 
appointed to the vacant office. 

The Board, in concluding their Report, desire to 
convey to every kind Contributor to the Hospital 
their grateful thanks for the means that have been 
so generously afforded them to cany on their work of 
charity. They tender to their Medical Staff their 
cordial appreciation of the gratuitous labours they 
have so kindly applied to the relief of the suffering 
poor, and they plead with the benevolent public for 
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their future support. Of the annual expenditure, 
say £4,000, about £1,200 is received yearly from 
Dividends, and some £800 from Annual Subscribers, 
so that a yearly sum of £2,000 in Donations is 
required to meet the demands upon the funds of the 
Hospital. Being fully assured of the great advan- 
tages attached to this Institution, and in confidence 
of the great work carried on, the Board appeal to all 
classes for help. To the comparatively poor, they 
would say that the Hospital is a great benefit to their 
class, and that every gift of a few shillings will pay 
for the cost of a patient. To the rich, that it not 
only aids the poor in their sorest need, but that it 
develops and maintains for the good of all the highest 
degree of skill in the most delicate branch of surgery. 
They would say to rich and poor alike that from its 
doors, for every day in the year, one person who has 
been blind returns to his duties restored to sight.

RULES. 



Amended at a Special Meeting of the Governors held at 
the Hospital on the 6th of May, 1873. 



I. 

The Koyal London Ophthalmic Hospital shall be Name and 
open daily for the relief of the Poor, of every country and ^^^^^ * 
denomination^ suffering from disease or injury of the Eye. 

II. 

OBJECTS. 

Every applicant, being poor, shall have gratuitous advice Objects, 
and a supply of medicine as an Out-Patient. In-Patients 
to be admitted by Governors' tickets, or at the discretion 
of the Medical Officer in attendance, regard being had to 
the extent of accommodation aflForded by the Hospital, 

III. 

MANAGEMENT. 
Gonmdttee : its Powers and Functions. 

The Hospital shall be under the management of a Com- Manage- 
mittee, consisting of twenty-four Governors, to be ap- 
pointed at the Annual Meeting ; and the President, the 
Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and Trustees shall be, ex officio, 
members of the Committee. The Committee, at their first 
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Meeting after being chosen, to elect a Chainnan and Deputy 
Chairman. The Committee may appoint to vacancies during 
the current year, so as to maintain the full number of 
twenty-four should they think fit.
